She had gone down for tho first 
time and upon coming up Richards 
grabbed her. She. like drowning per- 
sons, put up a desperate battle and 
scratched Richards' face and body, 


but he held on to her and after a 
hard struggle succeeded in landing her 
safely on the bank. 


His brave act caused considerable 


favorable, comment and for a long time 
he was referred to as a hero, but as 
years passed by he forgot about the 
incident and was taken wholly by sur- 
prise this morning when ho was ra- 
inlndud of the act.

Notliinj; is more diniirerous 


tliau lo lia.ve Ibe masses misled by men who are either grossly mistaken or 


grossly ignorant on 
I he subjects upon which they undertake In enlighten 


the public. We, therefore, appeal to workingmcn to guard against deception 
on this issue and not to follow the advice of men who have any 
selfish 


interest in opposing the charter. 
Among these are present office-holders, 


candidates for office and all their various allies. 


During- I lie present discussion of Ihe new city charter it is. a common 


charge made by men who arc supposed lo represent certain organizations 
lhat Iho present charter movement is backed by the money power and by 
the magnates of Wall street. 


Before accepting1 any such statement the people should examine this 


charge, and in the absence ol: some tangible proof Iliey should discredit the 
statement and the man or Ihe men who give it circulation. 


The new charter proposes to give lo the voters of Lowell tho power to 


recall Iheir elected officials, the power lo initiate legislation and force the 
municipal board to adopt it. 
It also gives the voters Ibe power to block 


unpopular legislation, .franchise grants or other measures that might be

There is no foundation for that 
charge as (here is no warrant for the statement that the new charier will 


i.i;op down taxes if it be necessary to increase our public expenditure for 


lho public good. 
Where so many public improvements have been held tip 


i'or years past it would not be surprising if for the first year or two the 
commission would find itself called upon to demand largo appropriations 


in order to provide the public improvements that have been neglected during 


t h e present and past few years. But all the taxpayers want lo know is that 


their money will not be wasted and that our city is kept abreast of tho times 


;;, everything that makes for progress, prosperity and the happiness of its 
people, and thai the city will got a dollar's worth i'or every dollar expended. 


The progress made by business methods and strict economy In cities 


where the commission form of government is in force, justifies the belief that 


we can get far better results from our appropriations than we have been 
netting in the past, and that this can be accomplished without cutting wages, 
without bringing in cheaper labor and without lessening the number of men 
at work. 
Indeed we believe that under the new charter the city would 


employ more men and would keep them more steadily at work because the 
system of laying off the experienced men temporarily to give place to political 
heelers would be done away with forever. This alone should cause the 
employes of the city departments to vote solidly for the new charter because 
the men who are experienced in city work must be retained in order to 
secure good results. 
No commission could go into office and get a new set 


of men for every department. To attempt anything of the kind would result 
in utter failure, and the municipal council will understand before hand that 
they will have to show results or get out of office to leave their places to 
ullier and better men.

The charge has been circulated that the men who drafted Ihe charter 


received thousands of dollars Cor so doinp'. As a matter ol! .fact the ilral.'linir 
committee hud very little work to do beyond readin;;.the DCS Moines charter 
and modifying some oj' its provisions so us lo meet the requirements of our 
own city. When ex-President Eliot, spoke here upon the charter question he 
pointed out thai it was very dillieult to find two charters alike, and that 
while minor details might differ the great principles providing for a smaller 
governing board, for cuiitrrim; power and responsibility, i'or publicity in the 
transaction of business, for the initiative, the referendum and the recall, 
were included in all the new commission charters. 
Kor example, the city 


of Lynn has adopted the commission charier, but in Lynn tho commissioners 


- are voted for, each for head of special departments. 
The Lowell charter 


leaves these to he ansigned by the commissioners themselves after election 
vith the exception of the department of public safety which is to be in 
charge of the, mayor. 


Thus it appears that the work of i!r;il'tinjr the charter, while it required 


h'S'ul skill in order not to conllict with otliiT provision's ot law, yet was 
jucrely the work of'adapting' a charter already made to the needs of the 
city of Lowell. The commit lee gave its labors gratis. 


The charge that the drafting committee was paid for their .services is 


not more groundless than the charge that certain newspapers are being well 
paid for what they publish in favor of tho- charter. 
We believe that the 


newspapers are all treated alike so far as paid matter for Ihe charter is 
concerned, and speaking for The Sun, we can assert that with the exception 
cf printing the text of the charter, then the catechism touching upon the 
provisions of the charter and a few small advertisements for Dr. Eliot's 
meeting, this paper has published no paid matter whatever, and the man who

SHANGHAI, Oct. 2S.—Wireless de- 


spatches from 
Hankow 
reporting a 


sweeping victory for 
the imperial 


troops there yesterday caused a flut- 
ter in Shanghai today. 
The reports 


were received even in 
official circles 


with incredulity. 
Rebel sympathizers 


declared that the despatches were un- 
doubtedly sent 
from 
a government 


source to bolster up a faltering cause. 


The wireless despatches were cauKht 


by some of the naval operators. They 
Rave no details but said that there was 
fighting all day yesterday at Hankow 
and that tho result was 
a sweeping 


government victory, 
compelling tho 


revolutionists to abandon Hankow and 
fall back across the Han 
river into 


Hanyang. . Whatever 
the situation 


around Hankow, matters have grown 
more desperate 
for the 
government 


cause in the vicinity of Shang and 
along the lower part of the Yang Tse 
river. 
There were persistent reports 


today that Ching Kiang, 150, miles 
above Shanghai, was about to fall into 
the hands of the rebels. 
Ching Kiang 


is the first of the lower river 
forts 


above Shanghai and is regarded hero 
as the keystone of the defense of tho 
city. 
If it falls it is feared that all the 


forts below it will quickly follow. 


West of Shanghai the wealthy city 


of Su-Chow 
is 
threatened 
while 


above Ching-Kiang three Important 
cities, Nanking, Yang Chow, and Wu 
Hu. are believed to be in danger.

four of these cities reported today that

quiet 
there is sympathy for the rebel cause 


nnd probably little effective, resistance 
will bo offered to the attack.

FRUIT BUTTER.

At first put 
on bottom of oven, and when it.com- 
mences to boil place slide underneath. 
No stirring is necessary, and tho liquid 
does not spatter tho stove or burn the 
hands and makes richer, better butter. 
When canning peaches tho peelings 
may be used for the butter. Peelings 
from one bushel will make four quarts 
of butter.

Nothing is move dangerous 


than io have flic masses misled by men who arc either grossly mistaken or 


grossly ignoraiit on (he subjects upon which they undertake to enlighten 


the public. We. therefore, appeal to workingmen to guard against deception 
on this issue and not to follow liie advice of men who have any selfish 
interest in opposing the charter. Among these are present office-holders, 
candidates' for office anc! all their various allies.

the magnates of Wall street. 


Before accepting any such statement (lie people should examine this 


charge, and in the absence of some tangible proof they should discredit the 
t.iatcment and the man or the men who irivo it circulation.

When ox-Protiitliinl Mliol. spoke hc.ro. upon (lie charier question lie 
pointed out that it was vary difficult to find t.v/o charters alike, and that 


•while minor details inijrht differ (hi! great principles providing for a smaller 
governing board, for centering power and responsibility, for publicity in the 
transaction of business, for (he initiative, the referendum and thc recall, 
were included in all Ihe new commission charters. 
For example, the city 


of Lynn has adopted tho commission charter, but in Lynn the commissioners 
are voted fur, each for head of special departments. 
The Lowell charter 


leaves these to be assigned by tho commissioners themselves after election 
with the exception of the department of public safety whieh is to be in 
charge of the mayor. 
( 


Thus it appears that the work o£ drafting the charter, while it required 


legal skill in order not to conflict with other provisions of law, yet was 
luerely the work of adapting a charter already made to the needs of the 
city, of Lowell. The committee gave, its labors gratis. 


'. The charge that the drafting committee was paid for their services is 


nut more groundless than the charge that certain newspapers are being well 
paid for what they publish in favor of the charter. 
We, believe that tho 


newspapers are all treated alike so far as paid matter for the charter is 
concerned, and speaking for The Sun, we can assert that with the exception 
cf printing the text of the charter, then the catechism touching upon the 
provisions of the charter and a few small advertisements for Dr. Eliot's 
meeting, this paper has published no paid matter whatever, and the man who 
makes any statement to the contrary is circulating, a lie that has been 
deliberately coined by somebody and for which there is no foundation 
whatever. 


We might remind tbe people of Lowell that we consider it the duty of a 


public journal to stand for the public good, to light for the interests of the 
people,- to promote good government and the prosperity of thc city. 
This 


is* what is being done by the public-spirited press all over the country. If 
it were not for the press of this country every city in the Inhd would be 
reeking with corruption. 
Was it not the press that exposed the grafters 


in San Francisco, in Philadelphia, in New York, in St. Louis, in Pittsburg, 
in Chicago and every other city in the country in which they 
had 
been 


exposed and driven to the rear? We may go further and s;iy that the news- 
paper that does not undertake work of this kind is not tho friend of the 


)>eple. What The Sun is doing in this charter movement is being doue with 
no selfish motive but for the benefit of thc entire city and all its people, 
with thc hope that the new charter will rid us forever of the petty strife 
that has been curried on for years at city hall, give us better and more
